on legislation to remove Chicago 
.police from political control. 
; "It's my guess they, will get. to- 
gether on- some solution before the 
legislature convenes so. we can pro- 
ceed with the other business of the 
call," Rep. Murphy opined, 

"The Democrats control the 
house," Murphy pointed out, "and 
will probably block consideration of 
any other matters until the police 
matter is settled so Gov.

Board Approves 
Special County 
School Program 

The special education program to 
help handicapped children that had 
been approved earlier under its ten- 
tative agreement, was given final 
okay at a meeting of the Antioch 
Township high school board last 
Wednesday. 

A revised proposal aroused consid- 
erable discussion pro and con be- 
fore it finally was aproved for one 
year. It will cost the high schoool 
district $712 for the first year, or 
$1 for each registered pupil at 
ATHS. 

Mrs. Ruth Seyfarth, secretary of 
the board, was named as a delegate 
to the county's special education 
program. 

Overhauling of the high school's 
lawn equipment was recommended 
by a board committee consisting of 
Boyd Osmond and Dr. Richard Rip- 
ley.

County History Museum Opened 
For 1960 Season; Many Exhibits 



The lid opened Sunday, April 29, 
on the county's treasure chest of 
the past— the Lake County Museum 
of History. 

Called one of the best by Midwest 
historians, the museum is located 
on Wadsworth road just east of 
Rte. 41. 

This year the emphasis will be on 
Lake county's participation in the 
Civil War. 

"About half of the museum will 
be devoted to the war bewteen the 
states because we are approaching 
the 100th anniversary of that con- 
flict," Museum ! director Rober 
Vogel said. 

Other exhibits range from pre- 
historic Indian bones to personal 
effects of northern Illinois pioneers. 

The museum strives for two 
things — authenticity and excite- 
ment. 

"We try to tell the true story in 
a way that is interesting so people 
will enjoy themselves while study- 
ing history," Vogel said. 
i Permanent exhibits include life- 
size dioramas of a log cabin fur- 
nished with articles used by pion- 
eers or the area: a blacksmith shop 
with the tools and bellows used by 
a Russell, 111., blacksmith; a gen- 
eral store with an old coffee grind- 
er, open bins and a rural post of- 
fice; and a scene from the Spanish 
American War, complete with a real 
Gat ling gun.. 

Other collections include displays 
' of- Indian cultures, a parade of horse 
drawn vehicles, an old music store, 
medical instruments and a replica 
of a tile factory that was once on 
the museum grounds. 

In the archives are thousands of 
rare books, documents and photo- 
graphs. Many are more than 100 
years old. Some have never been 
completely, studied. 

The museum staff also goes on 
field trips throughout the year to 
study and interpret historical finds 
in the county. And during the 
year, the museum conducts an old- 
time threshing bee and several 
weapons shoots with old firearms. 

The threshing bee and the shoot- 
ing are open to the public. 

Under the museum building itself 
are three trout ponds where sports- 
men can battle rainbow trout in 
from Missouri and Idaho in special 
tank trucks and a picnic grove for 
families that want to eat their 
lunch there. 

The museum is incorporated as a 
non-profit institution and continues 
to exist only through money 
brought in by the store, the trout 



ponds, admissions and private do- 
nations. 

The museum is open from May 1 
to November 1. 

Hours on Tuesday through Sat- 
urdays are from 10 a. m. to 5 p.m. 
between May and July 1; from 10 a. 
m. to 8 p.m. July 1 to Aug. 31; 
and from 10 a. m. to 5 p.m. Sept 
1 to Nov. 1. 

Sundays the museum opens at 
noon but closes the same time as 
on weekdays. It Is closed Mondays.
